Hamilton, Mass., Ang. 18. — Gail 
Hamilton ii dead. Miss Mary Abigail 
Dodge, writer, biographer and contro- 
versialist, widely known uiiilnr the pen 
iiaiut' of Gail Hamilton, wa^; a native of 
the town in which siie (iicd, liavinj,' 
beeu born iu 1S30. At the age of li) 
years she went to Dr. Clark's priviite 
■chool in Cambridge. She waigrada- 
ated from lyswiek academy. In 18fi1 
tlie wont to Hartford as assistant in tho 
Hartford lii^li scliools. She refused to 
take the rustoinary examination, hut 
was given the position without doing so. 
She was also instructor on physical 
Kience in this ichool for several years, 
and wtts tnbseqnently governess in tho 
family of Dr. (iamaliol Bailey of Wash- 
inKtou, tho editor of The National Era, 
to w hich papar dM becama a oontrlb* 
utor. 

In lsC")-67, sho was one of the editors 
of Our Yountf Folks, a magazine for 
shildrun, publi!>hed in Boston. From 
18T0 until a little over a year ago she 
had lived most of the time with her 
coQsin, Mrs. James U. Blaine, in Wash- 
ington. Iu coarse of this daily contact 
with the Blaine family, IMiss Dodpe 
was led into very clo.se t'rioiidsliip with 
Mr. Blaine, and at tho death of the .'al- 
ter, she became his literary executor, 
being in possession of uU his papers aud 
doctuuents of value to her as his anthor- 
ised biographer. She was engaged, as 
treqnentV a* her health would permit, 
on Mr. Blaine's biography from the 
time of his death, until her illness of 
last year, and it is thought her untiring 
derotion to the work was Instmmentu 
in bringing abodt that prostration. 

Since the illness, which came on so 
snddenly in the Blaine mansion in 
Washington, Miss Dodge has lived very 
quietly al her old hxmt in Hamilton, 
Massachusetts. 

Her strength has never rallied after 
that illness, so that she felt able to re- 
same active work, and she was for 
weeks unable to see even intimate 
friends, bat daring that time she has 
been able to be driven about the town 
and to entertain in her old delightful 
manner, the friends who have colled 
upon hor. Her literary work during 
thin time has been fragmentary, done 
by tlie help of an amanuensis and a di- 
version, or when some current event 
has specially attracted her interest. 

(iail Hamilton was a fre<]uout con- 
tributor to jiroiiiinent maKa/.iii' s, and 
her ])ublislied works, written in a witty 
aud agK'Cssivc style, consists lar^'ely of 
selections from her contributions. Her 
book.s include: •'Country LiviuK ami 
Country Thinking," "tiala Days." 
"New Atmospliere and Stumblinfj; 
Blocks," "Skirmislies atid Sketdies," 
"Red Letter Days in Appletliorn and 
Summer liest," "Wool ( iatlieriiiK,"- 
"Woman's Wrongs." ".\ Counti r Irri- 
tant," "Battleof the Hooks," "Woman's 
■Worth and Worthliiiess," "Little Folk 
Life." "Child W.jrld." "Twelve Miles 
From a Lemon," "Nursery Noonings " 
"Sermons For the Cli rjzy," "First Love 
Is Best," "What Think Yo of Christ ■.' ' 
"Our Common Scliool System," "Divine 
(iuidaiice,'' ".Memorial to Allen W.

In IsSi she wrote a series of b'tters 
on civil service reform for a New \i'tk 
paper. Letters on a wifie range of jmb- 
fic questions written for the Boittun 
Journal were widely oopiad thrOOghont 
the United States. 

Miss Dodge's novel "First Love Is 
Best," had not beeu the success which 
attended some of her other works. Dur- 
ing recent years she engaged in political 
writing, aud many famous review ar- 
ticles and political "interviews" have 
bean accredited to her which have 
roused much warm discussion and have 
exerted more or less inllaenoe apon na* 
tional politics.

St. Loun, Aug. 18.— The midnight 
storm that raged for nearly two hours 
Saturday night blew a perfect gale in 
St. Louis ccmnty, and was followed liy 
a cloudburst that swept away dwell- 
ings, drowned cattle and paralyzed two 
railroads by washing awujr miles of 
track, otdTerts and tresflea. 

The wind blew a perfect hurricane, 
uprooting and destroying hundreds of 
trees, unrooftng liousos and barns atnl 
destroying fences, cornfields and liay 
stacks, anil tlie clo\i(lbnrst that foUoweil 
devastated a district a mile wide. Tlie 
downpour was the heaviest ever seen in 

that section. 

Kiver des Peres was .t seething, angry 
torrent. Tiie water rose so suibh'iily 
and so rapidly tliat the occupants of 
many cottages in Hrentwooii and along 
Sliady avenue, in Webster (rrove, found 
it impossible to escajie, atul were com- 
pelled to seek saf(^ty in tlvir attics and 
on tljeir roofs, while the water Hooded 
the lower floors. 

Nearly l,(«iO feet of track and road 
ballast of the Crove Coi'uer branch of 
tlie Missouri Pacitic railroad were 
waslicd awi y. 

Within tlie city limits flie storm of 
Saturday iiiglit was very severe. Many 
people forsook their iieds to prejiare lor 
any emergency, believing disaster was 
oliuost certain in the fierce gale. 

DYNAMITE EXPLOSION.

A pin ty of 
men in the employ of Pennsylvania 
Telephone company were startiug out to 
work and had placed 100 poandft of 
dynamite in a wagon which was stand- 
ing in tho yard of O. O. Miller's hotel, 
when the dynamite exjiloded, killing 
three men, fatally iujuriug throe others 
and sarloasly injuring a soon of others.

RIOTING

Belfast, Aug. 18,— Serious rioting 
occarred here yesterday in connection 
with the Natioaaliat manifeatations in 

favor of granting amnesty to the Irish 
political prisoners. There were several 
processions of Nationalists through the 
streets as a bogiuuiug and they wore 
linally merged into a large procession, 
headed by bandsmen, armed with spears. 
The procession soon attracted immense 
crowds of people and stone- throwing 
commenced. 

This served to enrage the National- 
ists, aud the bandiimen attacked the 
crowd with their kpears, wounding 
many people. The police charged tho 
rioters and nsed their batons freely, 
with the result that aeraral persons 
were hurt before order was reatored. 
The rioting caused the greatest excite- 
ment throughout the (^ity.

Of the injured several may not re- 
cover. Thi' Workmen were on tlie up- 
per floor and roof when tlie walls beg.ui 
to bulge and fell before any one couM 
escape, e.\ci'i)t live who remained on the 
roof and were uninjured. The fii(> de- 
partiuent at once Ijcgan the work of res- 
cue aiul all the dea<l and injured were 
taken from the ruins but Ucan and 
Uoa<'li. 

A few days ago a contract for te.irins; 
down tlie buildintr was let to m.ike room 
for a new structure. V'esferday after- 
noon at 4:;iO o'clock, while .'.I men were 
at work dismantling it thi.i M)Uth wall 
biilui'd without warning and wiiile some 
of tlie laborers weri' on the roof, some 
in tlie baMuneut and others on tin' 
second and third floors, they were 
caught and l arried down in the gener.il 
collapse. Tiie crasli was heard blocks 
away and .sounded like a terrilic explo- 
sion, attrac'ting many thousand people. 
Five men who were on the roof scram- 
bled to an ojiposite wall and perched 
there until taK<'n down by tla^ fire d 
partmont which had boon called out. 

After the jxilice had made a dearin;; 
and tiiere was no further danger, tin' 
work of rescue began, the ttrst body re- 
covered being that of Halvor Oleson of 
this city. John Thorsen of Little Blai k, 
Wis., was tho next. Ho is dyiug at the 
hospital. He leaves a wife and children. 
Jamos Deuu of Euu Claire was next 
found buried under tons uf timber and 
stone. He was taken to tho hospital. 
His recovery is donbtfol. 

Deau is a contractor and prominent 
citizen. Both he aud Roach have fami- 
lies. Part of the front wall is still 
standing, but is liable to collapse. Tiie 
building had been ocoajpied until recent- 
ly, and though old, baci beeu oonsideiv 1 
safe. The taking away of the partitioi i s 
aud supports in the interior weakened it 
and caused the aoddent. 

At midnight four men who came from 
Superior and were at work on the 
building, are reportM to be missing and 
are believed to be in the rains. Their 
names are uot known.

Israel Tate 
was tiie only man on tlie Lowdy team 
that had a gun l ut he did (effective 
work. He eiuiitied liis pistol int > the 
Polk team, reloaded and emptied it 
again. He is Credited with having Shot 
four men.

New York. Aug. 18.— There were 460 

funerals in this city Sunday, aud over 
20;) citizens of Brooklyn were buried. 

Undertakers saiil ■ ii S.ituiday the fu- 
nerals of Sunday would V- more numer- 
ous than tlio.'.-eijf any il.iy of the last 
week, and that meant more numerous 
than on any day iu the liistory of this 
city. They were right. Yesterday sur- 
passed Frldoy as a day of funerals, but 
not by a large nuinbi-r. Friday, .Satur- 
day and Sunday saw more burials ^an 
any seven days of which cemetery book- 
keepers can And record. 

Those ore etartling facts, but these 
further facts are as notable: The num- 
ber of the children among the dead has 
never, in tlie hottest week of the year, 
bt>cn so small as last week; neither has 
tho hottest week of any year seou so 
few burials of aged persons.

Because of thedifttculty of securing 
caskets, hearsea and carriages, or even 
undertakers' services, beyond tho sim- 
plest and most necessary, uearly all the 
funerals for that period were delayed 
until yesterday and many of the dead 
of the provions days were retained in 
undertakers' rooms until yesterday, so 
that their friends might pay them the 
lust honor. 

There were 80 hearses borrowed from 
adjoining JMMiii New Jersey and 12 
from PhinHHIm for yesterday, and 
several Now York undertakers, whose 
rush was over, loaned hearses to Brook- 
lyn friends, (nher hearses were added 
to Brooklyn's >upply from Lontr Island 
towns and there w .-i-e im o I;.- - -le ■ ; i lui rh 
of the week's dead in tiiat city stlil 
uubnriod.

YELLOW FEVER AND SMALLPOX. 

Havana Suffers From tlta Double Seource 
on Aoeottnt of Saaltarjr Condltlona. 

New York, Aug. 18.— Health Officor 
Alvnh H. Doty of this city retanipd 

from Havana, Cuba, yestciday. He 
sjieiit only two days in Havana berau.s-' 
he found on arrival that it would be im- 
possible for him to reach either Santiago 
or Ciuuf aegos, wnere he says there are 
alarming oatbreaks of smallpox. He 
found that there was a great deal of 
j-ollow fever tind smallpox in H.'ivana 
und the Burrouinliiifj country. The 
sanitary c mditious are terrible. 

Tht! whole city's sewapp. he says, is 
emptied into the bay of Havana aud 
the tide is not Kuflficient to curry it to 
sea. Coiiseijuenfly the bay is, he says, 
a coiiKtant breeder of yellow fever, es- 
pecially aronud the lupia docks and 
military hospital. 

There were 800 cases of yellow fever 
and 100 deaths reported from tho mili- 
tary hospital during the two weeks 
I)rpvious to Dr. Doty's visit. He is con- 
fident that tiie condition of the city of 
Havana is much worse than in ordinary 
Bummers, as the presence of uuaccli- 
mated sold jers has a very bad effect.

— Fire de- 
stroyed the moguifioeut residence of 
Millionaire Frederick Faulkner, in Bcl- 
viilere, at an early hour this nioriiing.
